News of the 14th: Ths Pequot has ar- 
rived, with news of the destruction 
of four blockade runners. ‘the Nut- 
field, a powerful paddle-wheel steamer, 
sailed from London in December with 
a cargo of pork and biscuit, was de- 
stroyed on the 4th by the Sassacus. 
The iron steamer Dee, very fast built, 
especially for the southern trade, was 
destroyed by the Cambridge on the 
Sth. The screw steamer Emily, built 
in London last fall, and the Fanny and 
Jenny, and an old prize steamer con- 
demned and sold to outside parties, 
was destroyed on the 10th by the 
Florida.

A bill reported from the Ways_ and 
Means Committee to-day authorizes 
the entry for consumption until June 
next, any goods which may have been 
in bonded warehouses more than one 
year. The bill also corrects the error 
of the tariff of 1862, so that register- 
ed vessels in the coasting trade may 
be placed on the same footing in re- 
spect to tonnage and duty as enrolled 
vessels.
